The City hospital staff, which includes all physicians of East 
Liverpool, Wellsville, Chester and Newell, faced with the alterna­ 
tive'of increasing fees for those who pay promptly, or demanding 
settlements on the part of delinquents, today served notice upon 
the public of the adoption of a pay-as-you-go policy for medical 


• services. 
Henceforth, office work and obstetrics will be on a cash basis. 
Interests will be charged on all accounts which are not paid within 
30 days. 
All bills must be settled by cash or negotiable note 


within 90 days. 
As the physicians point out, they hesitate to increase fees in 
the East Liverpool district, although their minimum charges are 
from 33 1-3 to IOO per cent less than the cost of medical service 
in many communities comparable with East Liverpool and other 
nearby towns. For the increase would be a penalty upon the pa­ 
tient who pays promptly and have little bearing upon others. 
Tile doctor, who has spent many years in study and thou­ 
sands of dollars to prepare to serve the sick, not to mention his 
investment in books, medical journals and equipment, is as much 
entitled to prompt payment as the grocer, butcher, milk man, 
clothier or shoe merchant. 
And like other business and profes­ 
sional men, there are times when he must borrow to meet his 
obligations. 
All physicians are willing to do some charity work, lait if the 
compensation for most of their services is “I can't pay you today, 
they soon find themselves in financial difficulties. So henceforth, 
as a means of s e lf protection, they will demand prompt .settlement 
of accounts by persons who can afford to pay. 
And why not? The doctor is as worthy of his hire as the 
butcher, baker, candlestick milker or pottery worker.

State Laws Not Enough 


The committee on child welfare ot the National League of 
of Women Voters has been studying the child labor situation 
throughout the country, primarily to discover whether children are 
receiving under state legislation as much protection as they would 
have received under either of the former federal laws. The con­ 
cision they have reached is that state labor laws are not enough. 
They find: 
1. Even with recent improvements state laws do not accord 
children adequate protection against the evils o f child labor. 
2. Federal child labor legislation (in effect for nearly four 
years during the period 1917-1922) assisted in improving the 
situation by automatically raising standards in states where they 
were conspicuously low, by encouraging states to pass increasingly 
good laws and by developing enforcement methods. 
3. Only one state with low standards has brought up its state 
laws to the very moderate standards of the two federal laws, even 
as regards work in factories, since the second federal law was 
declared unconstitutional. 
The League’s committee seems to feel that the backward 
states never will raise their standards unless they are spurred on 
by national authority. The league points out the fact that the 
proposed child labor amendment to the federal constitution, al­ 
though not ratified, also is not finally defeated, since subsequent 
legislatures have the right to reverse the decisions of those that 
turned down ratification. 
The whole subject, therefore, should be kept before the pub­ 
lic eye until all the country’s children are afforded at least a rea­ 
sonable minimum of protection. With the approaching observance 
of National Child Labor Day the end of this month, intelligent 
discussion of the situation ought to be in order in every group and 
organization interested In child-saving and its resultant citizen- 
saving.

The City hospital staff, which includes all physicians of East 
liverpool, Wellsville, Chester and Newell, faced with the alterna­ 
tive of increasing fees for those who pay promptly, or demanding 
settlements on the part of delinquents, today served notice upon 
the public of the adoption of a pay-as-you-go policy for medical 


services. 
Henceforth, office work and obstetrics will be on a cash basis. 
Interests will be charged on all accounts which are not paid within 
30 days. 
All bills must be settled by cash or negotiable note 


within 90 days. 
As the physicians point out, they hesitate to increase fees in 
the East Liverpool district, although their minimum charges are 
from 33 1-3 to IOO per cent less than the cost of medical service 
in many communities comparable with East Liverpool and other 
nearby towns. For the increase would be a penalty upon the pa­ 
tient who pays promptly and have little bearing upon others. 
The doctor, who has spent many years in study and thou­ 
sands of dollars to prepare to serve the sick, not to mention his 
investment in books, medical journals and equipment, is as much 
entitled to prompt payment as the grocer, butcher, milk man, 
clothier or shoe merchant. 
And like other business and profes­ 
sional men, there are times when he must borrow to meet his 
obligations. 
All physicians are willing to do some charity work, but if the 
compensation for most of their services is “I can't pay you today, 
they soon find themselves in financial difficulties. So henceforth, 
as a means of self protection, they will demand prompt settlement 
of accounts by persons who can afford to pay. 
And why not? The doctor is as worthy of his hire as the 
butcher, baker, candlestick maker or pottery worker.

State Laws Not Enough 


The committee on child welfare of the National League of 
of Women Voters has been studying the child labor situation 
throughout the country, primarily to discover whether children are 
receiving under state legislation as much protection as they would 
have received under either of the former federal laws. The con­ 
cisio n they have reached is that state labor laws are not enough. 
They find: 
1. Even with recent improvements state laws do not accord 
children adequate protection against the evils of'ehild labor. 
2. Federal child labor legislation (in effect for nearly four 
years during the period 1917-1922) assisted in improving the 
situation by automatically raising standards in states where they 
were conspicuously low, by encouraging states to pass increasingly 
good laws and by developing enforcement methods. 
3. Only one state with low standards has brought up its state 
laws to the very moderate standards of the two federal laws, even 
as regards work in factories, since the second federal law was 
declared unconstitutional. 
The League’s committee seems to feel that the backward 
states never will raise their standards unless they are spurred on 
by national authority. The league points out the fact that the 
proposed child labor amendment to the federal constitution, al­ 
though not ratified, also is not finally defeated, since subsequent 
legislatures have the light to reverse the decisions of those that 
turned down ratification. 
The whole subject, therefore, should be kept before tho pub­ 
lic eye until all the country’s children are afforded at least a rea­ 
sonable minimum of protection. With the approaching observance 
of National Child Labor Day the end of this month, intelligent 
discussion of the situation ought to be in order in every group and 
organization interested In child-saving and its resultant citizen- 
saving.

In Apple Crop ot County 


JC. S. Holland, Extension 
Service Department of 
State U n i v e * s i t y , 
Speaks at Lisbon. 


0. S. Holland, horticultural expel t, 
extension service departm ent, Ohio 
S tate university, speaking a t the an ­ 
nual meeting of the County H orticul­ 
tu ral society in the farm bureau office 
a t Lisbon, predicted an increase from 
150,000 to 240,000 bushels in the coun­ 
ty apple crop w ithin the next five 
years. 
All form er officers were re elected 
for another year, as follows: P resi­ 
dent W. IL M atthews, Salem ; vice 
president Homer Shelton, Salem town­ 
ship; seeretary-treasurer L. J. Kirk, 
Fairfield township. 
During the m eeting orders for ni­ 
trate of soda and sulphate of amonia 
w ere placed, these two 
being the 
main fertilizers used by apple and 
fruit growers in this section of the 
state. 
Hollands address follows: 
In order to make an intelligent pro­ 
gram for the development of an indus­ 
try, it is necessary that a full under­ 
standing of the problem is secured. 
Sometimes an industry develops more 
rapidly than its m arkets. 
Rarely the 
industry does not develop to supply 
the market. 
More often it fails to de­ 
velop along th 1* special needs of that 
m arket. 
Columbiana and 
Mahoning ! much the sa m e 'm arket. 
this 
fruit growers are in danger of 
condition. 
The production of apples in Colum­ 
biana county m ust be considered with

th a t of Mahoning county since both 
counties can 
serve much the same 
m arkets.- The orchards of Mahoning 
county are usually small and appear 
to be designed for supplying the local 
m arkets of Youngstown. 
Columbiana and Mahoning counties 
have a t the present time the following 
comm ercial acreage: 
Columbiana county — Total, 2,136; 
over 5 years, 1,294; under 5 years, 862 
—40 per cent. 
M ahoning 
county — Total, 
1,556; 
over 5 years, 918; under 5 years, 638 
—41 per cent. 
Total, both counties—3,712; over 5 
years, 2,212; under 5 years, 1,490. 
From these figures it can be seen 
th at only about 60 per cent of the 
trees are bearing and th at the young 
trees will more than offset tho de­ 
cline of the old trees. 
This is espe­ 
cially true when 
we 
co&sider that 
about 25 per cent or nearly half of 
the bearing trees 
are 
between the 
ages of 5 to 12 years and only 30 to 
35 per cent of the acreage is fully 
m ature. 
Taking Into account 
the 
age 
of 
these apple trees, it is probable that 
the present production of the 
two 
counties will average around 250,000 
bushels. 
Of this figure about 150,000 
bushels come from Columbiana county 
and 100.000 bushels from Mahoning. 
W ithin the next five or IO years, the 
probable pro.hu tion will increase to a 
cron of 400.000 bushels. 
O ther parts of 
northeastern Ohio 
enter into tho production of apples for 
Ashtabula.

Youngstown and W arren ,'Columbiana 
county w ith 150,000 bushels can then 
have other m arkets within a radius 
of 50 miles, 
consisting 
of 
Canton, 
Steubenville, W ellsville, E ast Liver­ 
pool, Salem, New Castle, Pa., aud Al­ 
liance or 223,000 people which will 
just comfortably take the crop. W ithin 
th at 50 miles, of course, lies P itts­ 
burgh w ith 588,000 people. This m ar­ 
ket is a carlot receiving m arket aud 
will take a portion by truck move­ 
ment. 
W ithin the 
ext five years, this crop 
of Columbiana county will probably 
increase from 130,000 bushels to about 
240.000 bushels to supply 233,000 peo­ 
ple exclusive of Pittsburgh. The in­ 
crease seems Just a little more then 
the m arket will increase. 
Thus it would seem th at the fruit, 
from Columbiana county could find 
a local m arket among the 233,000 peo­ 
ple within trucking distance if the 
growers have what those people w’ant 
Ordinarily, the average consumption 
of apples for urban 
people is I 1-2 
bushels a year. 
If we play safe and 
figure on I 1-2 bushels a year, then 
we have a probable consum ption of 
291.000 bushels for 233,000 people, 
if 
this territory expands at the rate it 
has in the past, this m arket will in­ 
crease over 5 per cent in five years 
or 3U5.000 bushels. Thus we have for 
production and m arkets of Columbi­ 
ana county:

The problem is how 
to get it. 
"h e re m ight be two solu­ 
tions, reduce production and improve 
consumption. 
In D is case, it would require a re­ 
duction of nearly 20 per cent if the 
assum ptions are correct to make the 
local m arkets take local fruit. 
This 
reducti rn is not probable till after 
some damage price has been done. 
The people a t present are consum­ 
ing all the fruit necessary to fake Co- 
lum hiana and M ahoning counties’ ap­ 
ples. but they are shipping in fruit 
from other .sections to the extent that 
they must change their habits to take 
tile probable im reuse in fruit produc­ 
tion. 
For example, excluding P itts­ 
burgh and within 50 miles of Colum­ 
biana and Mahoning fruit sections, 
there ar nearly 400.000 people who 
norm ally consume 500,000 bushels and 
which will probably increase IO per 
cent in five year period to 440,000 
people consum ing 550,000 to 600.000. 
That is ju st about w hat the probable 
production of the orchards in tho te r­ 
ritory will I)*1: namely about GOO,OOO 
bushels by 1932. 
N orthern Ohio is particularly b le s s ­ 
ed with the varieties of apples that 
have been planted. 
Iii 
Columbiana 
county, Baldwin is ar present the lead­ 
ing variety, but will probably soon 
give 
way to Stayman. At the present 
tim e 
23 per cent of the trees are 
Slav man, 20 per cent Baldwin, ll per 
cent Jonathan, 4 per cent Delicious, 3 
per (tent Rome and IO per cent other 
varieties. 
Probably it would be advisable to

vey. A better spraying campaign wits 
instituted with some results. The fol­ 
lowing steps need 
to 
bo developed 
further to make progress toward the 
goal: 
B etter spraying, tu n n in g of fruit, 
better pruning on old trees, fertili­ 
zation, proper grades 
(contigeut on 
good production), proper handling aud 
packing, local-common storage to cut 
costs. 
As a furtherance of this program, 
rather intensible work is to be plan 
ned on thinning of apples this year 
with continual work pn proper spray­ 
ing and other factors affecting pro­ 
duction, packing and m arketing. 
T h e‘grow ers themselves in Colum­ 
biana county have been behind the 
times in their 
development of thf> 
local m arkets. 
They have been used 
to easy sales in the fall. 
Th. y must 
now face the need of development 
salesm anship and facilities to store 
the fruit locally, so that it can ba 
sold over a long period by their own 
salesmen in th air local m arkets, in­ 
stead ot depending upon the sales­ 
men in the concentrated areas. 
Ma­ 
honing county is not as fully guilty of 
this lack of development as Colum­ 
biana county.

Expert Predicts Increase 
In Apple Crop ot County 


C. S. Holland, Extension 
Service Department of 
State U n i v e r s i t y , 
Speaks at Lisbon. 


O. S. Holland, horticultural exp eit, 
extension service department, Ohio 
S tate university, speaking at the an ­ 
nual m eeting of the County H orticul­ 
tural society In the farm bureau office 
at Lisbon, predicted an increase from 
150,000 to 240,000 bushels in the coun- 
ty apple crop within the next five 
years. 
All form er officers 
were re elected 
for another year, as follows: P re si­ 
dent W. II. Matthews, Salem ; vice 
president H om er Shelton, Salem tow n­ 
ship; seeretary-treasurer L. J. K irk, 
Fairfield township. 
During the m eeting orders for ni­ 
trate of soda and sulphate of am onta 
w ere 
placed, these two 
being the 
main fertilizers used by apple and 
fruit grow ers in this section of the 
state. 
Hollands address follows: 
In order to m ake an intelligent pro­ 
gram for the development of an indus­ 
try, it is necessary that a full un d er­ 
standing of the problem is s e a r e d . 
Som etim es an industry develops m ore 
rapidly th an its m arkets. 
Rarely the 
industry does not develop to supply 
tile m arket. 
More often it fails to de­ 
velop along the special needs of th at 


th a t of M ahoning county since both 
counties can 
serve much the same 
markets.* T h e orchards of Mahoning 
county are usually small and appear 
to be designed for supplying the local 
m ark e ts of Youngstown. 
Columbiana and Mahoning counties 
have a t the present tim e the following 
comm ercial acreage: 
C olumbiana county — Total, 2,156: 
over 5 years, 1,294; under 5 years, 862 
— 40 per cent. 
M ahoning 
county — Total, 
1,556; 
over 5 years, 918; under 5 years, 038 
—41 per cent. 
Total, both counties—3,712; over 5 
years, 2,212; under 5 years, 1,490. 
F rom these figures it can be seen 
th a t only about 60 per cent of the 
trees are bearing and th at the young 
trees will m ore th an offset tho de­ 
cline of th e old trees. 
This is espe­ 
cially true when 
w e 
consider th at 
about 25 p er cent or nearly half of 
the bearing trees 
are 
betw een the 
ages of 5 to 12 years and only 30 to 
35 per cent of the acreage is fully 
m ature. 
Taking into accouut 
the 
age 
of 
these apple trees, it is probable th at 
the present production of the 
two 
counties will average around 250.000 
bushels. 
Of this figure about 150,000 
bushels come from Columbiana county 
and IOO.OOO bushels from Mahoning. 
W ithin the next five or IO years, the 
probable production will increase to a 
cron of 400.OOO bushels.

“It is not n court and I would re­ 
fuse to be sworn a* any such m eet­ 
ing," Johnson declared.

ed that if the m atter is to be publicly 
aired that it be in a United States 
court, where lie would gladly take the 
O ath.

The City hospital staff, which includes all physicians of East 
liverpool, Wellsville, Chester and Newell, faced with the alterna­ 
tive of increasing foes for those who pay promptly, or demanding 
tenem ents on the part of delinquents, today served notice upon 
the public of the adoption of a pay-as-you-go policy for medical 


services. 
Henceforth, office work and obstetrics will be on a cash basis. 
Interests will be charged on all accounts which are not paid within 
30 days. 
All bills must be settled by cash or negotiable note 


within OO days. 
As the physicians point out, they hesitate to increase fees in 
the East Liverpool district, although their minimum charges are 
from 33 1-3 to IOO per cent less than the cost of medical service 
in many communities comparable with East Liverpool and other 
nearby towns. For the increase would be a penalty upon the pa 
ticnt who pays promptly and have little bealing upon others. 
The doctor, who has spent many years in study and thou­ 
sands of dollars to prepare to serve the sick, not to mention his 
investment in books, medical journals and equipment, is as much 
entitled to prompt payment as the grocer, butcher, milk man, 
clothier or shoe merchant. 
And like other business and profes­ 
sional men, there are times when he must borrow to meet his 
obligations. 
All physicians are willing to do some charity work, but ii the 
compensation for most of their services is “I can’t pay you today, 
they soon find themselves in financial difficulties. So henceforth, 
as a means of self protection, they will demand prompt settlement 
of accounts by persons who can afford to pay. 
And why not? The doctor is as worthy of his hire as the 
butcher, baker, candlestick maker or pottery worker.

State Laws Not Enough 


The committee on child well are of tile National League of 
of Women Voters has been studying the child labor situation 
throughout the country, primarily to discover whether children are 
receiving under state legislation as much protection as they would 
have received under either of the former federal laws. The con­ 
cision they have reached is that state labor laws are not enough. 
They find: 
1. Even with recent improvements state laws do not accord 
children adequate protection against the evils o f child labor. 
2. Federal child labor legislation (in effect for nearly four 
years during the period 1917-1922) assisted in improving the 
situation by automatically raising standards in states where they 
were conspicuously low, by encouraging states to pass increasingly 
good laws and by developing enforcement methods. 
3. Only one state with low’ standards has brought up its state 
laws to the very moderate standards of the two federal laws, even 
as regards work in factories, since the second federal law was 
declared unconstitutional. 
The League’s committee seems to feel that the backward 
elates never will raise their standards unless they are spurred on 
by national authority. The league points out the faet that the 
proposed child labor amendment to the federal constitution, al­ 
though not ratified, also is not finally defeated, since subsequent 
legislatures have the right to reverse the decisions of those that n*rf WilH a.nothoJ" s*pen«ive affair.

What has been done, then, with their extra money? 
“Instead of being employed uselessly for hiring labor to manu­ 
facture whisky and beer, it has been used in hiring labor to build 
houses, make clothes and other things that are worth while.” 
Among the other things, labor savings, formerly spent on 
liquor, have gone into saving’, banks and helped to keep interest 
i ates low. 
Especially interesting is Mr. Babson’s reference to install­ 
ment buying. 
“Had it not been for prohibition,” he says, “the present 
growth in the stallment business would have been impossible. It 
was prohibition which enabled workers to establish credits. With­ 
out prohibition these credits could not have been established; the 
goods purchased could never have been manufactured, and the 
prosperity which we now enjoy would not exist.” 
All this Mr. Babson deduces not from his moral code or his 
inner consciousness, but from careful study of thousands of facts 
and acres of figures.
